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VERY  IMPORTANT 

Each  member  entitled  to  vote 
shall  receive  his  ballot  from  the  Re- 
turning Officer,  and  after  marking 
it  shall  return  it  to  the  Returning 
Officer,  who  shall  deposit  it  in 
the  ballot  box. 

A majority  of  the  total  number 
of  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary 
for  election  to  any  office.  The 
Hare-Spence  system  of  voting 
shall  be  used.  In  the  Hare- 
Spence  system  of  counting,  the 
voter  marks  opposite  the  name  of 
the  candidate  for  whom  he  wishes 
to  vote,  the  figure  1;  while  op- 
posite his  second  choice  for  this 
office  he  marks  the  figure  2;  and 
opposite  his  third  choice  the 
figure  3;  and  so  on. 

When  the  number  of  “first 
choices”  are  added,  the  candidate 
with  tht  lowest  number  goes  out 
and  his  “second  choices”  are 
distributed  among  the  others, 
counting  as  first.  This  method 
of  elimination  is  followed  until 
two  are  left,  and  the  candidate 
with  the  largest  count  is  declared 
elected. 
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EDITORIAL 

One  great  difficulty  with  our 
Society  is  the  fact  that  when  the 
Little  Red  Schoolhouse  opens  up 
again  in  the  fall  some  of  the 
elected  candidates  are  with  us  no 
more  (let  us  pray)  and  their 
positions  must  lie  vacant  until 
after  an  election  can  be  held. 

If  the  unfortunate  office-holder 
happens  to  be  the  President  or 
say  Treasurer,  of  the  Society, 
matters  are  greatly  complicated. 
Should  this  eventuate  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  second  man 
should  automatically  take  the 
office  providing  there  were  at 
least  three  candidates.  This 
would  keep  the  incapable  also-ran 
from  dropping  into  a soft  position 
and  would  also  be  an  impetus  to 
having  two  or  three  good  men 
running  for  office  instead  of  as  is 
the  case  now,  a capable  chap 
dropping  out  because  his  friend 
is  running. 

Altogether  we  think  that  it 
would  alleviate  the  disconcerting 
situation  when  an  office-holder 
misses  his  year.
